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REMARKS 

Added claims 31-35 have now been underlined in their entirety. 

1 . A new reissue declaration which states at least one error being relied upon as the 
basis for reissue is attached. 

Claim 30 claims a method of releasably securing at least two objects to a mounting base. 
Claim 20 claims a method of releasably securing an accessory to a bar member. 

Claim 30 specifies a cinching member. Claim 20 specifies a fabric strap first hook 
portion, a fabric strap first strap portion, a fabric strap second hook portion, a fabric strap first 
loop portion, a fabric strap second loop portion, a fabric strap second strap portion, a fabric strap 
buckle engagement portion, and a fabric strap buckle. 

Claim 30 includes the step of sliding the cinching member through the slot. This sliding 
step is not foxmd in the original claims. 

Claim 30 specifies securing a first and second objects to a mounting base. Claim 20 
specifies securing an accessory to a bar member. 

Claims 31-35 depend fi"om claim 30. 

2. A supplemental declaration for the claims added is attached. 

3. Claims 1-20 are the original patent claims as issued. Claims 21-29 are canceled. 
Claims 30-35 are pending. 

Claim 30 claims a method of releasably securing at least two objects to a mounting base. 
Claim 30 specifies a cinching member and includes the step of sliding the cinching member 
through the slot. Claim 30 is supported by the figures in the disclosure. For example, Figure 1 
shows the cinching member, Figure 2 shows the mounting base and mounting base slot, and 
Figure 3 shows the cinching member and the moimting base after the step of sliding the cinching 
member through the moimting base slot has been performed. 

Claims 31-35 depend from claim 30 and derive their support from the disclosure for at 
least the same reasons.
